came into our early school days to furnish 

figure eights on the old mill pond and tardy 
records in the village schoolhouse, there was skat- 
ing in the old country. Even Hans Brinker with 
his silver skates was not possessed of strictly 
modern equipment. 

Skating is said to have begun in Norway, 
Sweden and Germany away back in the days when 
hockey skates were fashioned from bones and 
club skates from hardwood. Imagine a 16-in. 
hockey blade made of a shin bone, and in imagi- 
nation pick a place to light from a whirl started 
on a pair of hard maple blades. It sure must 
have been tough sledding, but all things have to be 
born and the hardy races of Northern Europe 
stuck with their crude materials of manufacture 
only long enough to convince themselves that the 
idea held possibilities. 

The old strap skate with its wood top held 
sway for a long time. Then the all-metal skate, 
and then in a leap to the front came the heel- 
plate idea. Picking ice and snow out of tightly 
packed heel-plate holes seemed to stimulate the 
inventive brains of skaters and the all-steel clamp 
skate quickly followed. Those early clamps, the 
levers of which swung in and locked over the top 
of the blade, were there and then some in their 
day, but half-frozen fingers didn’t like the sting- 
ing tingle that came when they failed to slip into 
place and pinched or punched the fingers of the 
chap who was putting on his best girl’s skates. 

Speed has always been the dominant controlling 
power back of skating, and when men, women and 
children were equipped with skates on which they

could outmove a hundred-mile blizzard, they de- 
manded skates which could not only be put on 
in a hurry, but which could be taken off with 
equal rapidity. Spring clamps, which locked on 
the centrifugal leverage system, then came to fill 
the bill and they are still very popular to-day. 

Oh yes, somewhere back in the stage which put 
the old heel-plate skates on the shelf, the key 
skate came into being and because of its sticking 
qualities has remained in favor. 

The real up-to-the-second idea now in vogue, 
however, is the skate riveted to.a laced skating 
shoe. The laced shoe fits the ankle more closely, 
looks classier and, coupled to the thrift of shoe 
economy, has come to stay. Incidentally it makes 
a double sale and a double profit for the hardware 
merchant who is equipped to supply skaters from 
start to finish. 


Various Skate Requirements 


T seems that the smaller the boy the longer the 

blades he wants on his skates. Kids call them 
“speeders” and will deny themselves about any- 
thing to get a pair. Coupled with this perfectly 
natural desire is the fact that a straight runner 
hockey type of skate with a long blade is the 
easiest style on which to learn. As a beginner 
you must first learn to balance the body and skate 
straight ahead before even aspiring to such gigan- 
tic feats as skating with your hands in your 
pockets, or with your eyes shut. 

The beginner no sooner acquires the knack of 4 
straightaway effort, that will carry him 50 yards 
or more, than the desire for graceful whirls takes 
complete command. Remember your first attempt? 
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Recollect how you got up speed after the line 
plunge pattern, and then how you tried to whirl 
‘ gracefully? You started out beautifully, one foot 
working in perfect accord with your ideas, but 
when you tried the second stroke that other con- 
founded limb was as heedless of its duty as a 
nigger near a gin mill. 

Nature with a vicious demonstration of the 
force of gravity finished the job, and the ice was 
cracked. 

You thought it was all your fault sitting there, 
the ludicrous result of your attempt to be grace- 
ful, and you hung all the blame on yourself, but 
the village hardware man could have put you wise 
to the fact that your hockey skates had hung on 
you a handicap that would have hindered the 
cleverest skater in town. He knew that any ice 
skating beyond the rudiments could best be done 
on skates having a little “rock” in the runners, 
and if he had sold you a pair of the old club 
skates you would have saved yourself a lot of 
cushion yearnings in the good old days. 

The blade of a fine quality skate is ground 
almost imperceptibly concave so that there are 
practically two runners on each blade, which 
afford a positive grip on the ice in fancy move- 
ments, just as the keel or center board of a boat 
prevents side slip or drifting to leeward. While 
skaters seldom realize it, skate blades in motion 
are seldom flat on the ice, as the body of the 
skater is continually shifting alternately from the 
inner to outer edge as each stroke follows the 
other. 

Sales Possibilities to Beginners 


BEGINNER’S main difficulty is to stand firmly 
on skates without bending the ankles. Weak, 
untrained joints are the first and greatest diffi- 
culty to overcome. There are three ways to do 
this, all of which are profitable. First crack is 
a pair of skating shoes; so made in lacing from 
toe to top that the foot can be fitted and braced 
in every bone, cord and muscle. Failing to make 
this sale, the next best bet is a pair of leather 
ankle braces, and if this fails sell a pair of skate 
straps, and pray for results. 

The idea sometimes prevails that the only dif- 
ference between a low-priced and a high-priced 
skate is in the finish. That idea is as foolish as 
that of the fellow in every community who brags

that the old style razor he bought for 75 cents is 
the best piece of steel in town, and that the barber 
who honed it last offered him $3 for it. 

That kind of talk is rot. Steel is the basis for 
the price of razor blades, and steel is the starter 
of skate costs. Naturally good steel deserves and 
gets more careful working. In low-priced skates 
a hard steel is used for the untempered runners. 
For the intermediate grades there is an alloy steel, 
and welded steel blades are used for the highest 
grades. 

Best results in skating ,come from using skates 
with runners of fine steel, capable of holding an 
edge, screwed to the soles of skating shoes. This 
furnishes a lighter skate securely attached to shoes 
most adaptable for skating, although too snug for 
comfortable walking. While walking the feet 
require more play, but in skating the shoe soles 
are rigid. 

Few merchants realize the painstaking care and 
skill that goes into the making of the modern 
skate. 


Skates with Welded Blades 


‘THE best stock comes from the steel mill welded 
according to an established formula of the 
manufacturer, in strips 14 to 16 ft. long. That 
portion of the bottom of the blade to a depth of 
about 3% in. is of 1.20 per cent carbon and of 
extra fine composition, capable of receiving an ex- 
tremely high temper. The top portion of the 
blade is of a high grade non-hardening low car- 
bon steel best suited for toughness and strength. 
The bottom of the runner thus is capable of 
receiving a high degree of temper, supported as it 
is by the non-hardened top section, impossible to 
put in any other but a two-material or welded 
blade. Forty years of experimenting had pro- 
duced no other method capable of combining as 
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high a degree of skating surface hardness and 
absence of brittleness. 

The steel in strips first goes into acid pickling 
tanks to remove the scale, freeing it from surface 
impurities and serving as a rust preventive. Later 
the strips pass through a powerful pair of oil rolls 
having a felt covered wood center for quickly and 
thoroughly oiling the surfaces as the steel goes 
through. 

The runners are die cut in heavy presses. There 
is also a late process whereby two runners are 
cut simultaneously from one piece of steel in 
widths up to 3 in. according to blade patterns. 
The correct radius is then shaped in a special 
press, the curvature of which varies according to 
the style of skate; or from a straight hockey to 
a full rocker, depending on straightaway or figure 
skating. The next process is grinding the bot- 
toms and sides, done on wet grinders to prevent 
altering the temper. 


Skates with Alloy Blades 


LLOY steel for the next or intermediate grade 

is preferably a chrome-nickel steel, often made 
according to special analysis for this sole purpose. 
Blades made of this steel are packed in a case 
hardening material for carbonizing and placed in 
cast-iron pots covered with clay, preparatory to 
going into oil burning furnaces kept at a high de- 
gree of heat, absolutely regulated in intensity dur- 
ing the process extending over several hours which 
insures scientific accuracy. The hardening is so 
regulated as to affect the bottom of the blades 
only, the tops being kept softer for strength most 
needed, by means of a special cooling bath. When 
the red-hot blades from the hardening furnace 
contact with the tempering solution while in the 
bath they automatically adjust themselves to the 
desired arc. The heating and hardening temper- 
ature changes the vutline of a blade but bene- 
fitting by long experience manufacturers design 
the original shapes so that the material adjusts 
itself ultimately to the desired shapes. 


Testing for Hardness 


EW skate owners are conscious of the care ex- 
ercised to maintain quality. Tests for neces- 
sary degrees of hardness are made with the 
scleroscope, a delicate ingenious instrument ca-

pable of determining the degrees of hardness in 
metals. In the leading American factories every 
blade, from best to cheapest, after leaving the 
hardening room is subjected to a scleroscope test 
no matter what the quality of skate or its price. 
The required degrees of hardness, according to 
the different grades, have been standardized to be 
absolutely sure that every blade is sufficiently 
hard but not excessively so or brittle and unsuited 
for severe service, there being a degree of toler- 
ance fixed for the entire output. 

The scleroscope has a glass tube graduated like 
a thermometer in which a diamond pointed slug is 
dropped, the length of the rebound recording the 
degree of hardness. The higher it goes in the 
tube, the harder the metal. This plunger, resem- 
bling a capsule, has a diamond in the lower end 
and somewhat resembles in operation a pile driver, 
except that it moves inside a graduated glass tube 
and is actuated by air pressure, operated camera- 
like by means of a rubber bulb and tube squeezed 
in the palm of the hand. The impact of the dia- 
mond on the metal surface is equivalent to 25,000 
lb. per sq. in. 

Standardized Shapes 

HESE skates are standardized so that there are 

both hockey shapes and rocker patterns, at 
varying prices according to quality, with special 
designs for the finest grades. Some are even made 
to order for persons having skate ideas of their 
own. All parts follow the same general process 
in manufacture, except in the department where 
the blades are hardened with exactness according 
to the quality of steel used. 

Blades from the carbonizing room are edged and 
ground, then die stamped with the manufacturer’s 
name, when they return to the hardening room. 
They are first roughed, ground on the bottom 
again, edged and the edges finished. Next they 
are fine surfaced and the sides finished, when they 
are ready for the plating room. The steps in the 
grinding room are progressive from the rough pre- 
liminary grinding to the final beautiful surface, 
obtained by buffing with rouge in the high grades. 

In another room the fine finish is done with 
emery wheels, the final smooth surface being ac- 
complished by using greased emery wheels. Then 
the parts go to the plating room, after which all 
,grades that are plated are finally buffed and the 
fine qualities given a mirror-like appearance. 
Every skate is thoroughly inspected throughout all 
the numerous operations and at last they pass a 
very rigid inspection before going into the plat- 
ing department.

Processes of Manufacture 


N the plating room the blades are strung on 

wires in pairs for cleaning by electrical process, 
passing through five different chemical baths or 
solutions, in all of which an electric current agi- 
tates the mixture in conjunction with another 
electrical process which facilitates the cleaning. 
The parts are then strung on wires for nickel- 
plating. In some classes of work there is a pre- 
liminary copper coating deposited electrically on 
the surface before nickeling. 

All nickel and copper finished parts are buffed. 
The blades that are copper-plated are buffed and 
drawn on the bottom, nickel-plated and buffed for 
nickel and drawn on the bottom again; in other 
words, removing any nickel attaching to the bot- 
tom of the blades. 

After the blades have been buffed they go to the 
stores department and are distributed in complete 
sets to the room for assembling, where the skate 
parts are finally put together. 


It’s Worth While 


HEW, that’s been a lot of information to un- 

coil at one setting, but skate profits are such 
a healthy proposition and the season is one of 
such concentrated energy that it’s worth while. 

It’s time to advertise your skates. The skates 
you sell after Christmas won’t amount to a row of 
pins. Put pep in the game right now; your news- 
paper ad, your window display, your interior trim 
should be speeded up and the boys ought to have 
half an hour’s ginger talk on skate sales. 

No time with the Christmas rush on? Take 
time, old man. Skates are among those few items 
that are apt to gather summer rust if you don’t 
send them on their way before the holidays. 

In the good old days when we had to depend on 
the weather man for ice, skate stocks were as 
dangerous as an open-air hole. The artificial rink 
has done wonders for the skate business, but it 
has also put a problem up to the skate manufac- 
turers that causes all sorts of trouble. You may 
have run up against it. Ever have a customer 
come back with a new pair of skates and kick like 
a steer because the nickel plate was peeling off? 
[ know it’s one of those unfortunate incidents 
we'd rather forget, but here’s the reason. 


The ice on artificial rinks is frozen by means 
of an ammonia solution. This solution often leaks 
into the water and coming in contact with your 
skate sets up a chemical reaction at the base of 
the runner where there is naturally the most fric- 
tion when skating. It works its way up between 
the nickel and the steel and creates a peel off as 
irresistible as the after-effects of a healthy sun- 
burn. 

It has got the skate makers guessing. Head off 
come-backs by warning your nickel plated skate 
customers of the dangers ahead. 

Skating has regained its old-time popularity, 
and the fate of the game this year is in your hands 
between now and new year’s. Go to it and good 
‘uck to you.

HRISTMAS without the usual accompaniment 
‘¢ of holiday window displays would be as bleak 
and uninviting as childhood without a Santa 
Claus. Can you imagine strolling down the streets 
of your town on the weeks preceding Christmas and 
finding the store windows filled with calico, coal 
hods and soap? Can you imagine a holiday season, 
with the merchants sitting back in the rear of the 
stores, and forcing you to do your Christmas think- 
ing, as well as the selecting and buying of gifts? 
It would spoil the whole season for you. 

Under such conditions, the only gifts that would 
appear on Christmas trees and in stockings would 
be rag dolls, handkerchiefs, gaudy neckties and an 
occasional box of doubtful cigars. Even the kids 
would lose interest in the king of holidays if there 
were no window displays to show the good points of 
new novelties and revive their love for the old. 
Human nature is pretty much the same from Maine 
to Kankakee.

We are natu- 
rally lazy, and while the spirit is more than willing 
the flesh is decidedly weak. Every one of us, from 
the loving mother to the hilarious kid, longs to have 
a part of our thinking done for us in the strenuous 
holiday season. 

We want suggestions, prices, variety and above 
all we want to be continually reminded that Christ- 
mas is in the offing ready to dock at a moment’s 
notice. We want our buying made easy, and we slip 
our Christmas coin to the dealer who greases the 
skids, 


The Christmas Window Is the Buyer’s Guide Post 


HE Christmas Trail is a more or less unchar- 
tered piece of road, and the show windows are 
the guide posts. It is easy to put off the buying of 
gifts, even though our hearts are in the giving, and 
procrastination kills more holiday sales than hard 
times or war taxes. If we are uncertain just what 
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gift wiil please a friend, we drop the matter from 
one day to another, until we lose it in the shuffle. 
We naturally want to give something that will be 
appreciated—but how in the name of common sense 
are we to determine the family wants, unless some 
enterprising merchant gets an assortment of gifts 
on display where the members of the family can 
see them and discuss their merits? How are we to 
know that mother’s heart is set on a percolator, a 
vacuum cleaner, a washing machine or a set of 
silverware, unless we can inveigle her in front of a 
Christmas window display and induce her to talk? 
Can we be expected to discover the fact that father 
yearns for a new safety razor, a tool set, or a flash- 
light, unless the hardware dealer helps us to get a 
line on dad’s views? How are we to learn that big 
brother wants a bicycle or a kodak; that Bobbie is 
“bugs” over a pair of skates, a sled or a mechanical 
building set; that big sister needs @ fountain pen 
and an electric curling iron, and that little sister’s 
ambition is to own a real stove, a tricycle and a go- 
cart for her dollie? 

Isn’t it perfectly reasonable of us to fall for the 
stuff the druggist and the haberdasher parade be- 
fore our expectant eyes, if the hardware dealer 
fails to give us a look at a better and more give- 
able line? 

It isn’t enough that the dealer uses a few inches 
of advertising space in the weekly paper. Lydia 
Pinkham does that much, but nobody ever uses a 
bottle of her dope as a Christmas gift. It isn’t 
enough that he puts in a line of skates, toys, silver- 
ware, electric appliances, safety razors, fountain 
pens, cutglass, tool sets, and the thousand and one 
other hardware items that make acceptable Christ- 
mas presents. The buying public wants to see those 
various items attractively displayed in the big show 
windows. It wants to see the windows well lighted 
every evening and the curtains up on Sunday. It 
wants cards calling attention to the number of 
Christmas shopping days at its disposal. It wants 
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to see a little holly and mistletoe in evidence, and 
a few price cards that will furnish a hunch on the 
items it can afford to buy. Above all it wants a big 
enough assortment in sight to enable it to get the 
correct dope on the desires of those it wishes to re- 
member. 

That is some program, and it may seem to you 
that the dear public is calling on you for more than 
your share of effort. Perhaps it is, but take it from 
me the dealer who helps the customer decide on 
what to buy usually gets that customer’s holiday 
change. 

“God loves a cheerful giver,” and the Almighty 
isn’t the only one whose affections turn that way. 
Give the public what it wants and your cash regis- 
ter will record something more tangible than love. 


Crowding Legitimate in the Christmas Window 


‘THE trade papers are full of suggestions in re- 
gard to the overcrowding of the display win- 
dow, and for the most part it is mighty sensible 
advice. But there are at least two types of show 
windows that will stand for a reasonable amount 
of crowding. One is the racket store window and 
the other the Christmas display. The wise man- 
ager of a ten-cent store usually crowds his window 
with all the different articles that can be shown to 
the least advantage. Why? Because there isn’t 
enough profit in any one of his ten-cent articles 
to pay a decent rental on the entire window space. 
Besides, the thing that he is trying to drive home 
in the minds of the people is the wonderful variety 
of articles that can be purchased for the small sum 
of a dime. 

It is a case of quantity and variety appealing to 
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A window that 
helps the customer 
choose the gift. It radiated sugges- 
tions in Fred Ruhling’s store, Chicago 


cash. The prospective customer says to himself: 
“T really didn’t know that there were so many ten- 
cent articles in the world. Guess I’ll look them over, 
there may be something there that I can use.” He 
looks them over and generally does fall for some- 
thing in the display. However, such a window 
trimmed with general hardware items of various 
prices would fall as flat as the proverbial pancake. 

The Christmas window is another that can stand 


,a reasonable amount of crowding with very good 


grace, but for vastly different reasons. The Christ- 
mas window is first of all an advertisement for 
Santa Claus. Naturally it should reflect the gift 
spirit, and should back up that reflection with a 
goodly assortment of gifts. It is primarily a sug- 
gestion stunt, the main aim of which should be the 
helping of the perplexed giver in choosing the 
proper gift. Without variety it loses its big sug- 
gestion punch. It is like mince pie without cheese. 
To be successful, it should fairly radiate suggestion 
of the type that can only be produced by a display of 
the goods themselves. So long as the various items 
are displayed in an orderly manner, and grouped 
according to the fields which they are supposed to 
cover, there is little danger that the Christmas 
window will be overcrowded. Get that idea firmly 
in your head, because it is the biggest asset of the 
successful holiday window. Variety gives the pros- 
pective customer an opportunity to exercise a 
choice; it leads him to believe that there is a still 
wider range of choice inside the store, and induces 
him to enter. Last, but not least, variety gives him 
a wonderful opportunity to learn from the remarks 
of others just what gifts would be most pleasing to 
them. It is a labor-saver for the lazy buyer, and a 
money-maker for the dealer who employs it.

Play Up the Christmas Spirit in the Windows 


(CHRISTMAS is 60 per cent sentiment and 40 per 

cent obligation ; therefore it pays to make a play 
along sentimental lines. Let the spirit of Christmas 
permeate the holiday windows. See that there is 
a Santa Claus, a chimney, a tree, holly or mistletoe, 
Christmas bells or wreaths in every display. The 
customer knows that Christmas is coming, but he 
wants to be reminded of the fact frequently. It 
makes it more real to him. It reminds him of the 
fact that others are thinking of the holidays and 
urges him to follow the crowd. It stirs up memo- 
ries of the time when Santa Claus was the real thing 
to him, and makes him yearn to give his children 
similar pleasures. 

Women and children in particular are easily in- 
fluenced by the Christmas spirit. Mothers natu- 
rally begin planning gifts before the busy fathers 
get in line and they stay to the finish. Your real 
American mother loves to stand in front of a well- 
trimmed Christmas window and drink in the spirit 
of the season, while she visualizes the pleasure that 
each article will bring as a gift. In most cases she 
spends the money that finally purchases those gifts, 
and almost invariably she spends it in the store that 
most effectively reflects the holiday spirit. Chil- 
dren, too, are greatly moved at the sight of Christ- 
mas decorations. 

“Oh, mamma, there’s a Santa Claus,” is fre- 
quently heard as the kiddies and their parents clus- 
ter around a Christmas window, and the bright little 
eyes that detected the Santa are mighty apt to dis- 
cover some very acceptable presents in the window 
that harbors him. A window that reflects the 
Christmas spirit draws Christmas cash. 
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Use Show Cards and Price Tickets in the Christmas 
Window 

N°? one thing has more leverage in turning Christ- 
mas sales than the show card. The words 

“HOLIDAY SUGGESTIONS,” “SANTA SHOPS 

HERE,” “GIFTS FOR USE AND PLEASURE” or 

“DO THAT CHRISTMAS SHOPPING EARLY,” 

neatly lettered on holly-decorated cards, are respon- 

sible for hundreds of Christmas sales. 

“Gifts for Mother,” “Just the Thing for Father,” 
“Little Sister Will Love This,” “A Real Gift for 
Daddy’s Boy,” and dozens of other phrases on cards 
placed with the various window groups will do much 
of the thinking for the perplexed shopper. 

However, suggestive cards are not the only things 
that will bring results. The Christmas shopper is 
a sensitive mortal, who hates to be forced to ask the 
price of every article that strikes his fancy. He 
likes to see an occasional price card in the Christ- 
mas display. 

You know how it goes. Bobby comes home and 
announces: “I saw a dandy sled at the Smith Hard- 
ware. I hope Santa Claus will get it for me.” 

Mother is on her guard at once. “Yes, dear,” she 
says, “but you know Santa has so many things to 
buy that he may not be able to afford the sled this 
year.”

Crounse Was Right as to Possible “Method in Madness” 
of Burleson—The Winter’s Legislation Docket 


By W. L. CROUNSE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10, 1917. 


OSTMASTER GENERAL BURLESON and his 
P bright young men are now engaged upon the 
task of convincing the House and Senate Post 
Office committees that the weight limit on parcel- 
post packages should be boosted to 70 Ib. in the 
first three zones and to 50 lb. in all other zones. The 


committees are working industriously upon the an- 
nual Post Office appropriation bill, and are giving 


close attention to the departmental officials, to whom 
formal hearings have been granted. 

The P. M. G. will exhaust all the eloquence at his 
command to put over his pet project. He failed 
in his campaign to prevent Congress from taxing 
parcel-post packages, but that will be only an addi- 
tional incentive spurring him on to force through 
the increased weight limit. 

By the way, do you remember that when, a fort- 
night ago, I threw a nice bouquet to Mr. Burleson 
for heading off the mail-order houses’ crafty scheme 
to use the two-cent drop letter in their business, 
I expressed the fear that, after all, it might be only 
camouflage, and that the Postmaster General would 
“even up” things for the catalog concerns by recom- 
mending an increase in the weight limit of parcel- 
post packages? I don’t claim to be a prophet, but 
that was a pretty good hunch, wasn’t it? 


The Winter’s Legislative Docket 


NOW: for a glance at the legislative situation on 
Capitol Hill. There will be plenty doing this 
winter, and the operations of the big law factory 
will repay close attention. 

At the top of the business calendar of Congress 
stands the Webb bill legalizing combinations of 
manufacturers and dealers made for the express 
purpose of expanding our export trade. This im- 
portant measure has passed the House, has been 
favorably reported by the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce, and has just been taken up 
for discussion in the Senate. 

That the Webb bill will be passed with the brief 
debate devoted to it in the House is not to be thought 
of. Already a battle line has been marked out 
between the friends and foes of the proposition, 
and thus far the opponents of the bill have shown 
more aggressiveness than its advocates. 


Senator LaFollette, who now stands before the 
bar of the Senate, charged with making seditious 
speeches that may cost him his seat, is one of the 
bitterest foes of the Webb bill, while Norris of 
Nebraska, Cummins of Iowa, and a few other of the 
“advanced thinkers” of the Senate have entered 
the lists against it. On the other side, prepared to 
do battle for the advancement of American foreign 
trade, are some of the ablest members of the Sen- 
ate, and although, even under the amended rules,. 
it will be possible to protract the debate, it is out 
of the question that a final vote can be prevented. 


Conference on Bill May Be Necessary 


T is an unfortunate circumstance that the friends 

of the Webb bill found it necessary to amend 
its provisions in the Senate committee. While these 
modifications are comparatively unimportant, nev- 
ertheless they make it necessary to send the bill 
back to the House for concurrence, and in all prob- 
ability this will mean the reference of the diverse 
provisions of the House and Senate drafts to a con- 
ference committee for final adjustment. 

An effort was made to avoid this situation by 
presenting the bill in both houses early in the spe- 
cial session in a form believed to be satisfactory to 
the Senate and House committees. The opponents 
of the bill, however, succeeded in forcing certain 
changes in its phraseology as the price of an early 
committee report. It is probable that the time 
thus gained will be lost and an additional delay 
may ensue, because the bill must run the gauntlet 
of a conference committee. 

President Wilson has promised the managers of 
the Webb bill that he will get behind it with the 
full influence of his high office. He gave it an 
energetic boost in his address to Congress last Tues- 
day. He has favored the measure from the outset, 
and was largely instrumental in securing its pas- 
sage by the House at the last session; but the bill 
is now in a position where his aid will be most 
effective, and will greatly hearten the business men 
of the country who have labored so public spiritedl) 
in this campaign. 

Stevens Bill Faces a Temporary Obstacle 


A decidedlv interesting situation has developed on 
_the threshold of the new session respecting the ovt-

look for the early consideration of the Stevens price- 
maintenance bill. It will probably be speedily re- 
‘solved to the satisfaction of the promoters of that 
measure, but at present it bars all progress. 

The somewhat disquieting fact has been discov- 
ered that although Representative Adamson of Geor- 
gia, who for several years has held the chairmanship 
of the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce—which has custody of the price-mainten- 
ance measure—has been appointed by the President 
to be a member of the United States Board of 
General Appraisers, and has been confirmed in that 
post by the Senate, he has thus far neglected the 
important formality of resigning his seat in the 
House. This means that Adamson is still chairman 
of the committee and still the dictator of its legis- 
lative docket, notwithstanding the fact that his col- 
leagues, in deference to time-honored custom, have 
tentatively selected as his successor the ranking 
Democratic member of the committee, Representa- 
tive Sims of Tennessee. 

Thus our old friend Adamson, by holding on to 
two jobs, will be able to laugh at his political oppo- 
nents in Georgia who have threatened to shelve 
him, while at the same time he remains in the House 
long enough to attempt the shaping of the legisla- 
tive program of the committee he has so long domi- 
nated. “Foxy Grandpa” Adamson, indeed! 


Adamson Will Quit Congress » 


F course, Adamson must speedily choose which 

of the jobs he will hold, and, judging by the 
rumblings in Georgia, the echoes of which are now 
reaching Washington, he will select the snug berth 
on the Board of General Appraisers. This is a 
lifetime job, and one that appeals strongly to a man 
who is beginning to weary of the brickbat and bou- 
quet political campaigns of the Fourth Congres- 
sional District of Georgia. 

It goes without saying. that the Stevens bill will 
make no progress until Adamson turns over the 
helm to his successor. Under Sims the committee 
will once more become an independent body, and its 
members will choose the measures that are to be 
considered and sent to the House with favorable or 
adverse recommendations. 

Congressman Dan V. Stephens, the latest sponsor 
of the pending price-maintenance bill, is prepared 
to insist upon its early consideration, and will have 
the backing of half a dozen of the more aggres- 
sive of his colleagues. There is a general feeling of 
impatience, even among the opponents of the meas- 
ure, that it has not yet been voted on, and the 
rank and file of the House are insisting that the 
strength of the measure shall be tested by direct 
ballot. 

This is all the advocates of price maintenance 
can ask, and unless they are woefully deceiving 
themselves they have a majority upon a direct vote. 
The best evidence that they are well informed as to 
the House situation is the fact that Adamson and 
other opponents of the bill have never been willing 
to bring it to a vote. 

If the Stevens bill is not favored by a majority 
of the House it can be killed in forty minutes, for 
that is the exact length of time required for a roll 
call. Thus, and thus only, can the issue be tested to 
the satisfaction of both sides. 

Gentlemen of the opposition, champions of price 
cutting and trading stamp promoters, come along 
with the roll call! 


“Golden Rule” Bill Is Dead 


ITH Adamson’s retirement from the House 
goes the last chance that his so-called 
“golden rule” bill against all forms of commercial 
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“swindling” can be favorably reported by the com- 
mittee. In my opinion the measure would never 
have been passed even had Judge Adamson re- 
mained in Congress. 

I am telling no secrets when I say that the 
author of this bill never deceived himself con- 
cerning its prospects. ‘It was rather a declara- 
tion of principles than a legislative proposition. 

Theoretically, we are all against swindling and 
in favor ot any rational proposition to prevent it. 
Practically, we must all remember that when the 
good old Constitution was framed by our wise 
forefathers certain functions only were delegated 
to the Federal Government and that what the 
States did not delegate they expressly reserved 
to themselves. 

They clothed the general Government with an 
amazing amount of authority—authority that has 
been stretched and distorted in the most astonish- 
ing fashion in the last decade or two—but they 
definitely reserved the policing power. To-day, 
therefore, the jurisdiction over ordinary forms of 
swindling is within the State and the long arm of 
the Federal Government can only be extended in 
cases where the transaction has an interstate 
aspect. 


Barkley Misbranding Bill to Be Pushed 


UT while the “golden rule” bill is destined to 

die on the calendar of the House committee, 
the Barkley misbranding bill is likely to be heard 
from in the very near future. It was reintroduced 
at the special session by its author, who is a promi- 
nent member of the Kentucky delegation in the 
House and of the Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce. 

This bill occupies the same relation to the gen- 
eral manufacturing industries of the country that 
the pure food and drug bill bears to foods and 
drugs. It creates a new category of offenses, mak- 
ing it a crime to ship from State to State mis- 
branded merchandise or to falsely label such com- 
modities in the Territories or the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

I have heretofore pointed out the weak feature 
of the Barkley bill, namely, the attempt to expand 
the definitions of “misbranding” to include not 
only the labels on the goads and on the packages 
in which they are sold, but even the newspaper 
advertising relating to the goods which may be 
circulated thousands of miles from the place at 
which they are manufactured or sold. Such a 
provision would establish a most dangerous pre- 
cedent and is certainly of doubtful constitution- 
ality. 

Ninety-nine lawyers out of a hundred would de- 
nounce this provision as absurd, yet I must re- 
mind you that the Barkley bill was favorably re- 
ported to the House in the Sixty-fourth Congress, 
carrying this identical provision, and was ap- 
proved in an elaborate report concurred in by a 
large majority of the committee. There is no doubt 
an attempt will be made to report this measure 
this winter and I hear of no effort to eliminate 
this obnoxious feature. 

Should it be retained in the bill every retail 
merchant in the country would be in danger of 
the seizure of his stock because of unwarranted 
statements concerning certain articles included 
therein which might be published in newspapers 
or magazines printed and circulated in distant 
States. Only a guarantee from manufacturer or 
jobber would save the retailer from fine or im- 
prisonment and in any event he would suffer finan- 
cial loss. 
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Premature Delight of Price Cutters 


EXPECT to hear a how! of delight from the 

price cutters over a bulletin issued by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission during the past week an- 
nouncing the filing of formal complaints against 
two manufacturers of so-called standard priced 
articles, charging discrimination and unfair meth- 
ods of competition in refusing to sell jobbers and 
dealers who do not adhere to resale prices set by 
the producers. On its face this bulletin appears 
to be very encouraging to the opponents of price- 
maintenance, but there is an explanation of the 
commission’s action that puts quite another face 
upon the matter. The text of the bulletin is as fol- 
lows: 

“The first complaint is against the Mishawaka 
Woolen ony co aig | Co. of Indiana. The second is 
against the Cudahy Packing Co. of Chicago, in con- 
nection with the manufacture and sale of ‘Old Dutch 
Cleanser.’ 

“In the Mishawaka Company complaint it is alleged 
the respondent ‘as a means of procuring the trade of 
dealers and of enlisting their active co-operation in the 
sale of its goods for the purpose of eliminating com- 
petition in price among dealers in its goods and thereby 
depriving dealers of their right to sell such goods at 
such prices as they may deem adequate has adopted 
and maintains a system of fixing a schedule of stand- 
ard prices’ at which its goods must be sold. The com- 
mission alleges the Mishawaka Company refuses to sell 
to jobbers who do not maintain the resale prices set by 
the manufacturer. It is further alleged that the Mish- 
awaka Company ‘enters into agreements’ with its cus- 
tomers that the latter shall report any price cutting 
and that upon report of such price cutting the Mish- 
awaka Company refuses to sell the price cutter its 
goods. 

Favors Price Maintainers 


“The Cudahy Company is charged with discriminat- 
ing in Phe charged different customers for its ‘Old 
Dutch Cleanser.’ To jobbers who maintain the Cudahy 
Company’s scheduled resale price ‘Old Dutch Cleanser’ 
is sold less than to those who refuse to maintain that 
resale price. This price charged those jobbers who 
refuse to sell at the set resale price, the commission 
alleges, does not permit of a fair profit to the jobber. 

“In both instances the respondents are given thirty 
days to ny! to the charges. Hearing date for the 
Mishawaka Company is set for Jan. 7, next, and for 
the Cudahy complaint, Jan. 14.” 

At first blush the fact that the commission has 
filed these complaints would indicate that it is op- 
posed to the price-maintenance principle. If the 
complaint were really indicative of the commis- 
sion’s attitude it would be highly significant, as 
this important bureau has just completed a pro- 
tracted, series of hearings on the price-mainte- 
nance question. 

As a matter of fact the complaints in no way 
reflect the views of the commission, either with 
respect to the broad principle of price-mainte- 
nance or the desirability of specific legislation 
legalizing the fixing of resale prices. 

A leading member of the commission gives me 
the following authoritative statement concerning 
this interesting matter: 


Where the Commission Stands 


“In the first place, these complaints were filed 
with the commission and were formulated before 
the recent hearings on the price-maintenance 
question. In the second place, they merely pre- 
sent in formal shape the allegations of the com- 
plainants for the consideration of the defendants. 

“Thirdly, they in no way indicate the views of 
the commission as to either law or facts. They 
are ex parte and are based on a prima facie case 
which any complainant having a similar set of 
facts can make out and bring to the commission’s 


attention. 
“So far as the price-maintenance question is 
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concerned the commission followed with great in- 
terest the recent hearings at which the matter 
was thoroughly threshed out from every possible 
point of view. The record but recently became 
available and we have had no opportunity to give 
it any formal consideration. 

“The docket of the commission is now very 
heavy and we are seeking to clean up as much 
pending business as possible with a view to tak- 
ing up such matters before us as bear upon legis- 
lation, in order that our recommendations can be 
sent to Congress at an early date. The public 
should understand that in none of these current 
complaints or rulings are we seeking to fore- 
shadow our conclusions concerning possible legis- 
lative enactments.” 

Our price-cutting friends should defer their 
celebrations until the real views of the commission 
on price-maintenance have been formally trans- 
mitted to Congress.

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Uncle Sam Asks Paint Questions 


Council of National Defense Distributes Circular Among Retailers—Econo- 
mies Suggested Have Already Been Effected by Manufacturers 


HE commercia] Economy Board of the Council 
Ts National Defense is mailing the following 

letter and questionnaire to retailers who sell 
paint, varnish and allied materials. They are self- 
explanatory. In this connection, however, it should 
be noted that paint manufacturers have already 
taken action as a body toward effecting the econo- 
mies suggested. In fact, even before the Chicago 
convention of the Paint Manufacturers’ Association 
individual producers had reduced the number of col- 
ors and eliminated odd sizes in containers. 

So far as capital invested is concerned it is a 
fact that for years the leading paint manufacturers 
have been showing retailers how they could sell more 
paint by increasing their turnover, at the same time 
reducing the capital invested, by carefully selecting 
their stocks. 

The letter and questionnaire follow: 


COUNCIL OF NATIONAL DEFENSE 
WASHINGTON 


December 5, 1917. 
Subject: Paint. 
Dear Sirs: 

The Commercial Economy Board is making an in- 
vestigation to learn how the paint and varnish industry 
can best co-operate in meeting the special needs of the 
nation in the present crisis. In order to carry the war 
to a successful conclusion within the shortest space of 
time it is now clearly recognized that the country’s 


resources must be used to full advantage. This means, 
of course, that business practices which involve the 
uneconomical use of labor, materials, and capital shall 
either be greatly modified or discontinued. 

The Board wishes to have the benefit of your experi- 
ence as a retailer in deciding how economy can be 
brought about in the paint and varnish trade. It has 
been suggested to us that a reduction in the variety of 
shades, colors, finishes and grades will result in large 
savings of materials and labor. It has also been sug- 
gested that certain sizes of cans can be eliminated for 
the period of the war. 

We should like to know how great a reduction can 
be made along these lines, at the same time providing 
for the essential needs of the civilian population. In- 
cidentally this reduction, it is anticipated, would sub- 
stantially lessen the amount of capital now tied up in 
retailers’ and manufacturers’ stocks. At the present 
level of prices this economy in investment is likely to 
be of especial importance to the retailer. If you will 
look over your own stock, you will readily appreciate 
what this means. 

Will you kindly fill in the inclosed blank form and 
return it to us promptly? We should like to have you 
give us such additional information or suggestions as 
you can to aid the Government in meeting the present 
situation. Any information that you give us regard- 
ing your own business will, of course, be kept strictly 
confidential.

RADE in general merchandise is slacking up except 

in such goods as sleighs and sleds, skates, snow 
shovels and kindred lines, in favor of merchandise of 
holiday or semi-holiday character. Wholesalers are pre- 
paring for stock taking, which this year will be more 
complicated than in other years, owing to new govern- 
ment regulations pertaining to taxes. 

The railroads are still clogged and the condition 
grows worse rather than better, notwithstanding the 
efficiency of the Railroad War Board and sub-committee, 
which have accomplished wonders through expert and 
untiring administrative methods. They are supervising 
under tense conditions nearly one-half of the entire rail- 
way mileage of the world. The burdens on the railroads 
increase every day and will continue to do so, but ways 
will undoubtedly be found to minimize the difficulties 
and get results. 

Very few goods en route are coming in on time. Be- 
tween commandeering by the Government of urgently 
needed materials, the tardiness of transportation and re- 
stricted buying by retailers, merchants are watching 
stocks very closely without being overcautious in order- 
ing. 

Prices are fairly firm with comparatively few recent 
changes. There are merchants who do not look for 
many reductions because labor conditions conttnue on 
high levels and are likely to long remain so. 

Many goods are being transported by express instead 
of freight, which greatly increases costs. Some of the 
New York wholesalers send a large proportion of mer- 
chandise by express to principal points in New England, 
the northerly portions of many of the Southern States 
and intermediate points, which emphasizes the prevail- 
ing congested conditions in hauling goods by freight, 
with buyers willing to pay express charges. 

Some manufacturers in Eastern States say that where 
the usual time for transporting goods normally would be 
three days, shipments are now three to four weeks com- 
ing through, and even that time service cannot be de- 
pended on. Some of them are considering putting on 
lines of motor trucks to overcome a part of their diffi- 
culties. In one case a carload of snow shovels on the 
way for seven weeks is still on the road and cannot be 
located. 

Collections continue, as a rule, on a good basis. Now 
is a good time for retailers to clean up backward ac- 
counts as closely as possible. 

Wholesalers and manufacturers are arranging for the 
hardware exhibition at Madison Square Garden, New 
York, to be held early next spring. 

Cut Naits.—The domestic demand continues light, 
and export business has dwindled also, although quite a 
little business in less than carload is going abroad. This 
is generally from warehouse instead of direct shipment 
from mill, because of uncertainty as to when nails can 
be put on board. Stocks of cut nails are fairly good and 
in better volume than in wire nails. Just how long this 
will continue is problematical. Mill managers are look- 
ing forward to a scarcity of raw material for making 
cut nails. 

Cut nails, in store, are $5 and carted by the jobber $5.05 
per keg. 

LINSEED O1L.—This market is described as very un- 
satisfactory, and at this writing both seed and oil mar- 
kets show weakening tendencies, however temporary 
they may prove to be. Both selling and inquiry phases 
of trade are exceedingly dull. Crushers are not plenti- 
fully supplied with material, and were it not for the 
dullness in the buying situation so far as supply condi- 
tions are concerned, there would probably be a reversal 
of present conditions; in other words an upward instead 
of the downward price tendency. There is a little busi- 
ness in Argentine seed purchases, but not in much vol- 
ume yet. 


Linseed oil, raw, city brands, is $1.25 in 5 or more bbl. 
and $1.26 per gal. in less than 5 bbl 

State and Western oil is a little higher than formerly, or 
about $1.20 in carload and $1.22 per gal. in small quantities. 


Trade Conditions and Iron, Steel and Hardware Prices 
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WIRE NAILs.—There is a very light demand and but 
moderate consumption. Stocks are pretty well broken 
up and trade is quiet in nails as usual at this season of 
the year. There is comparatively little going on in 
building, which considerably decreases the consumption 
of nails. Soon after the advent of the new year some of 
the trade expect a nail shortage, with even less favor- 
able transportation facilities. At present, when ship- 
ments are made, there is no certainty as to when the 
goods will arrive. 

Wire nails, in store, are $4.40 and out of store $4.45 base, 
per keg. 

NAVAL SToRES.—There have been declines in the local 
market on turpentine and rosin, in harmony with the 
continued bearish primary market conditions. In the 
New York market stocks are smaller, with larger sales, 
lighter shipments and smaller arrivals. There has been 
some increase in Savannah turpentine stocks, owing 
mainly to the decrease in shipments, notwithstanding 
the fact that sales have been greater and arrivals less. 


In the New York market spot turpentine, in yard, is 49c. 
to 50c. per gal. Spot turpentine at Jacksonville has re- 
cently been quoted at 44c. per gal. and in Savannah at the 
same price. 


There has been some decline in spot rosin in the 
cheaper and intermediate grades, while the better quali- 
ties have been nominally steady. 


Rosin, common to good, strained, in yard, on the basis of 
280 *. per bbl. is 96.85 to $6.90 and D grade $6.95 to $7 
per DDL. 


Rope.—Rope makers are busy, but most largely on 
Government business. The regular trade is dull as com- 
monly so at this time of the year. Users of rope, owing 
to the extremely high prices, are more careful of it and 
are using rope as long as possible. At the same time 
they are exhausting reserve stocks of rope closer than 
usual, although many wholesalers were pretty well sup- 
plied in advance of the later high prices. Manufactur- 
ers are likely to accumulate more rope for spring busi- 
ness than has been possible during the dull periods of 
the last year or two. Export business is about on the 
same basis as for several weeks past. Many business 
houses are being refused export license because of a de- 
sire of the Government to conserve the rope supply. 
Rope prices are as follows:

WINDow GLAss.—This business is in a muddle andoften 
alluded to as queer. Neither manufacturers nor wholesal- 
ers seem to know just what toexpect. If this product is 
classed as a non-essential business it is going to be dif- 
ficult or impossible to get sufficient fuel and materials 
for making glass. Manufacturers are very guarded as 
to making contracts, and few, if any, are willing to make 
hard and fast contracts owing to the uncertainty as to 
whether they will have glass or not. The workmen are 
pleading for a chance to work at their trade, which will 
last but four or five months before hot weather arrives. 
In export trade one house having a price on glass 
amounting to about 20 tons recently asked the manufac- 
turer for a downward revision of price, but was told 
that the order could not be executed even at the prices 
named.

TS arrival of snow and cold weather has put the 

holiday touch to the hardware market, and season- 

able goods are going out with a rush. Mild open 
weather up to a week ago had held back sales of such 
items as sleds, skates, snow shovels, sidewalk and snow 
scrapers, winter sporting goods, door mats, weather 
strips and similar items, and had to some extent re- 
tarded sales of Christmas gifts. Now, with the ground 
covered with snow and a cold sting in the uir, the holi- 
day spirit is in full swing. It is believed that the 
volume of holiday business done in this territory will 
exceed that of any previous year. 

Dealers are for the most part very optimistic in re- 
gard to the business of the coming year. They point 
out that the farmer is in good condition financially and 
stands an excellent chance to make even more money 
during the next season. Wage earners are also making 
more money than at any time in the past, and labor is 
employed to capacity. They see no reason why they 
should not be able to sell large quantities of goods if 
stocks can be obtained. The only thoughts of a pessi- 
mistic nature expressed are in regard to shipping 
facilities, and the closing of plants manufacturing so- 
called non-essential items that go to make up a modern 
hardware stock. It is also reported that some of the 
larger jobbing houses carrying large stocks of mechan- 
ics’ tools, and other lines used in quantity by the Gov- 
ernment, are going to be called upon to furnish these 
articles on Government orders to the detriment of retail 
dealers. 

There is, however, another side to the situation. 
Many hardware items are expected to be placed among 
the necessities, thus getting a priority in shipments. 
Among these items may be mentioned stoves and ranges, 
washing machines, poultry netting and poultry supplies, 
farm machinery and repairs, cream separators, garden 
tools, seeds, etc. There is also a good chance that paints 
will come under this classification, owing to the fact 
that painting is a matter of conservation and economy. 

Business of the jobbing houses is falling off slightly 
just at this time, particularly in regard to immediate 
shipments. This is due to the approach of the inventory 
season, when many dealers buy in small quantities to 
keep their stocks down until after stock taking. 

Building operations in this territory have been light 
throughout the season, and aré now practically at a 
standstill. Naturally sales of building suvplies, car- 
penter’s and contractor’s tools, building paper, etc., are 
negligible. There is, however, a brisk demand for shop 
materials, mill and factory supplies and similar lines. 

Jobbers report a good volume of future orders for 
wire screen cloth and poultry netting. It is said that 
the mills are to be allowed only a certain percentage 
of their last year’s output for next season’s supp'y, 
and there is every indication that there will be a short- 
age in these lines. 

The hunting season is about over for the year, but 
local jobbers report heavy sales of guns and amm .niticn 
in the South, where the season is only well under wey. 
Medium-priced single and double-barrel shotguns are 
in especially good demand. 

There is a very good demand at this time for many 
items of the automobile accessory line, such as cur- 
tains, radiator covers, foot warmers, tire chains, robes, 
flash lights, and anti-freezing mixtures. There are 
some shortages apparent in these lines, but for the most 
part stocks are in fair condition to meet the demand. 

ee of nails and wire are said to be coming in 
a little more freely, but the situation is still acute. 
Only the fact that there is practically no building going 
on allows the jobbers to keep any nails in stock at this 
time. Limits are placed on orders of both nails and: 
wire by the jobbers. 

Collections are reported to be fair. 

AMMUNITION.—Ammunition sales are keeping up 
well, despite the fact that the hunting season is pretty 
well over. The heaviest sales are reported from tle 
South, along the Mississippi River, where hunters are 
flocking at this season of the year. Jobbers report low 
stocks and slow shipments, due as much to the freight 
conditions as to inability of manufacturers to meet the 
demand. Notice was issued to jobbers under date of 
December 6 of an advance in loaded shells and all other 
ammunition.

BUILDING PAPER.—Sales of building paper are fair, 
but the lack of building is naturally keeping them below 
those of last year. The bulk of the demand is coming 
from contractors engaged in repair work or industrial 
building. Prices are unchanged.

FFICIAL figures show that the average daily out- 
put of pig iron of all kinds in this country in 
November was 106,859 tons, the total output for Novem- 


ber having been 3,205,794 tons, a decrease under the 
output in October of about 100,000 tons. It was ex- 
pected that owing to the shortage in coal and coke the 
output of pig iron in that month would have shown 
a larger decrease. It developed, however, that the 
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falling off in the Youngstown, Ohio, district which 
was heavy, was made up to some extent by in- 
creases in output at other pig iron centers where the 
shortage in supply of coal and coke was not so severely 
felt. 

In November ten blast furnaces were blown out 
owing to shortage of coke, operators taking advantage 
of the situation to repair and realize their furnaces, 
hoping that when they are again ready for blast the 
fuel supply will be better. 

The chief trouble in the steel trade just now is the 
very bad railroad situation. This is probably being 
more severely felt in the Pittsburgh district than any- 
where else. On Dec. 1 the Steel Corporation had a 
total of 20 furnaces banked, mostly in the Youngstown 
and Pittsburgh districts. In the last few days there 
have been heavy snows, and this is making the railroad 
situation worse, as it is much harder to move cars. 

The pooling arrangement recently made by the East- 
ern railroads, and referred to in our report last week, 
is already doing good work, and it is believed this com- 
mittee of operating vice-presidents of the Eastern rail- 
roads will, before long, have the congested conditions 
in the railroads in the Pittsburgh district pretty wel) 
cleared up. About the first thing this committee did 
was to cancel many existing permits for domestic and 
export shipments of iron and steel products of various 
kinds, and the committee is also making a special effort 
te facilitate the free movement of ore, coal and coke 
to blast furnaces in the Pittsburgh district. Another 
thing the committee did was to ask the Pennsylvania 
Railroad to cancel its famous Broadway Limited train, 
the 20-hour train from New York to Chicago, and this 
was promptly done. In addition the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road has canceled the 1 p. m. traim from Pittsburgh 
to New York, all this being with the object of allowing 
freer movement of industrial traffic. Already it is said 
the railroad conditions in the Pittsburgh district are 
showing some betterment. 

One thing that may have a tendency to upset con- 
ditions in the steel trade again is the fact that last week 
the Federal Trade Commission sent out requests to 
the manufacturers asking them to submit new steel cost 
sheets, and this will probably lead to more agitation of 
Government control, and price regulation by Washing- 
ton. It will be recalled that all the prices on iron 
and steel products fixed by the War Industries Board 
are effective only until January 1, and may be revised 
on and after that date if desired. It is hoped that no 
general revision in steel prices will be undertaken by 
Washington around January 1, as such action would 
certainly have the effect of causing a halt in the placing 
of new orders for steel by domestic consumers. The 
Government is still very much the largest buyer of 
steel products of all kinds both on direct and indirect 
orders. It is said the Government is placing 75 per 
cent or more of all the new steel orders that are being 
given out, its purchases of plates, sheets and other 
similar products being enormously heavy. It is also 
a very large buyer of shell steel, and half a dozen or 
more of the larger steel mills are selling to the Govern- 
ment 85 to 90 per cent of their entire output of open- 
hearth steel. In the sheet and tin plate trades the 
Government is prominent as a buyer, and is placing 
heavy orders for sheets and tin plate for shipment to 
France and Italy. As the war goes on the Government 
will be a still heavier buyer, and the outlook is that 
manufacturing concerns making products that are not 
regarded’ as essential to the carrying on of the war 
may find before long their entire supply of steel cut off. 
In fact, it is not unlikely that in the near future the 
Government may order a large number of such manu- 
facturing plants to close down entirely in order to 
conserve fuel, labor and other commodities that are 
so badly needed now by concerns that are manufacturing 
materials. 

Local hardware jobbers report that their stocks of 
mechanic’s tools have been almost entirely depleted by 
the heavy Government demand, and shipments of these 
goods on new orders are very slow. The volume of 
business being done at present by jobbers and retailers 
of hardware is fully up to last year, but this is partly 
explained by the fact that prices are in many cases 50 
per cent or more higher than last year, so that that 
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quantity of goods being sold might be smaller and yet 
the volume of business in dollars and cents be larger. 


Cut NaiLs.—The Government did not fix the price on 
cut nails, probably for the reason that the output is 
small and is limited to a comparatively few manufac- 
turers. Practically the same prices are ruling on cut 
nails now as were in force before the Government fixed 
the price of wire nails at $3.50 base, per keg. 

We therefore quote cut nails at $4.50 to $4.60 base, f.o.b 
Pittsburgh in carload lots, freight added to point of deliv 
ery. Jobbers charge the usual advances for small lots. 

Botts, NuTs AND Rivets.—Local makers of bolts, 
nuts and rivets advise that nearly all of the new busi- 
ness they are booking is on either direct or indirect 
Government orders. Domestic consumers are placing 
orders at a fair rate, but are not inclined to carry as 
heavy stocks as they did before the Government fixed 
the prices. It is asserted that Government discounts 
are being absolutely held, and that no bolts, nuts and 
rivets are being sold at lower prices. These Govern- 
ment discounts are as follows:

IRON AND STEEL Bars.—The new demand for both 
iron and steel bars is fairly heavy, but mills are sold 
up for some months ahead and report that they have no 
material to sell on new orders for shipment for a long 
time. The Government is a heavy buyer of bars for 
war purposes, shipments on its orders being made very 
promptly by the mills. None of the mills in the Pitts- 
burgh district rolling steel bars has any to sell for 
delivery for three or four months or longer. 


We quote the Government official price of 2.90c. on steel 
bars in carloads and larger lots, f.o.b. mill, while prices from 
store are said to range from 3.50c. to 5c., depending on the 
quantity and the locality. We quote the new Government 
price on refined iron bars at 3.50c. at mill in carloads, while 
small lots from store will no doubt range from 4c. up to 5bc., 
depending on quantity. 

SHEETS.—Mills report the new demand from domestic 
consumers as being very heavy, and most of the large 
sheet mills have covered their leading customers for 
the first six months of 1918, except on galvanized sheets, 
the mills selling these only for delivery in first quarter 
of next year. It is hoped that the Federal Trade Com- 
mission will not decide to make any changes in prices 
on sheets around January 1, as this would, no doubt, 
have the effect of unsettling trade to some extent, and 
would cause buyers to hold off placing new orders in 
the expectation that possibly prices might be reduced. 
The Government continues to be a heavy buyer of black 
and galvanized steel sheets, and is shipping very large 
quantities of these to France for war buildings, being 
erected in that country. 

Maximum prices on sheets are as follows: Nos. 9 and 10 
blue annealed sheets at 4.25c., No. 28 Bessemer black 5c., and 
No. 28 galvanized, 6 25c., rolled from either Bessemer or open 
hearth stock, all f.o.b. mill, Pittsburgh, in carloads and large: 
lots, actual freight to point of delivery added. Dealers wil! 
charge the usual advances for small lots from store. 

SKATES AND SLEDS.—Local jobbers and retailers re- 
port that so far the demand for skates and sleds is not 
as active as last year. This is due, no doubt, to the 
fact that the weather so far has been very mild, and 
in addition many young men attending colleges are 
working on Saturdays, and have cut out skating while 
they are able to earn money for school and other ex- 
penses. It is probable that a week or so before the 
holidays the new demand for skates and sleds will be 
much better. 

Prices are firm and are about 15 to 25 per cent higher 
than at this time last year. 

TIN PLate.—Practically the entire output of the mills 
on tin plate for the first half of 1918 has been sold 
Some manufacturers have covered their large customers 
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for all of 1918, leaving the price for the second half 
of the year open, and to be whatever price agreed upon 
later. The mew demand for stock items is not very 
heavy.

WIRE Propucts.—The new demand for wire and wire 
nails from domestic consumers is reported heavy, and 
some mills are now sold up so far ahead that they are 
not anxious to take on much more new business.

OVERNMENT activities in this district are rapidly 

increasing, and more and more factories are taking 
on work directly connected with war preparations. 
This is causing a large but often sporadic demand for 
supplies of all kinds, and in a measure helps to balance 
the decreasing retail business among the usual con- 
suming classes. Business ordinarily falls off consid- 
erably at this time of the year, and the many uncer- 
tainties in regard to further price-fixing, to the future 
adequacy of raw materials and to the solution of the 
transportation problem are causing a feeling of hesi- 
tancy which is being reflected in sales of all but the 
most seasonable goods. 

Unusually severe early winter weather has cleaned 
out many retail stocks carried over from last year, and 
dealers are finding it difficult to get many of the goods 
most needed. Wooden snow shovels are very scarce, 
the manufacturers reporting that they have goods 
made up but are unable to secure the malleable tips 
to complete them for delivery. Steel snow shovels 
made for this market and ready for delivery some time 
ago were seized by the Government and the makers 
have had to manufacture a second lot and early deliv- 
eries are promised. Transportation difficulties also 
enter into the present scarcity as some jobbers have 
had steel shovels on the road for two months from 
western points. Sleds continue to move freely, but 
skates are having only a fair sale. 

Reports from dealers show a great variation in the 
sales of holiday goods which have been generally moving 
rather slowly until within two or three days. In the 
larger cities a good holiday sale seems to be under way 
and some dealers predict a last-minute rush that will 
make the season’s total at least as large as usual. A 
noticeable feature this year is the general trend toward 
a broader range of goods in both the holiday and luxury 
items. Stores which rarely carried carving sets beyond 
a $5 value are stocking sets selling as high as $15 and 
finding customers for the higher-priced items. 

The same thing is to be noticed in silverware, wrist 
watches, and several other lines. There has never 
been a time when the producing classes have had such 
large incomes, and many of them are taking advantage 
of this condition to buy goods of real merit and sub- 
stantial value to replace the cheaper goods that they 
have been compelled to buy in the past. In part the 
tendency to stock the better goods reflects the fact that 
in this great industrial section there are more people 
than ever before who have incomes so suddenly and so 
largely increased that their unexpected affluence makes 
them good customers for items in the luxury list in 
spite of the great thrift campaign that is under way. 

There is but little building under way except some 
factory expansion which is being rushed in order to 
carry out war contracts. In consequence there is but 
little sale of builders’ hardware and construction 
mechanics’ tools. Trade in machinists’ tools has livened 
up somewhat and the demand for small tools from the 
metal-working shops is far greater than the supply. 
The situation in some lines is becoming critical and 
there is much concern over the conditions of stocks of 
drills, reamers, taps, files and similar goods. 


AMMUNITION.—An advance of 10 per cent has been 
made in ammunition. Sales so far this season have 
been only fair. 

We quote on ammunition: Loaded shells from factory, 25 
per cent discount; from jobbers’ stocks, 20 and 5 per cent 
discount; metallic cartridges, from jobbers’ stocks, 25 per 
cent discount.

Past Presidents Present 


GIXTEEN past presidents of the Philadelphia 
Hardware Association had another look at the 
gavel Dec. 5, when the association held its annual 
“Past Presidents’ Night.” After the regular busi- 
ness had been transacted President Grant Wylie 
handed the ebony to L. C. Glading, the farthest re- 
moved past president present. Mr. Glading first 
swung the mallet in 1891, when the association was 
only eight years old. After he had given the young- 
sters a few lessons in parliamentary law, including 
the code of signals the gavél was supposed to trans- 
mit, he introduced H. L. Stortz, who took the presi- 
dent’s shoes vacated by Mr. Glading in 1892. 

Then in quick succession the other fourteen past 
presidents were introduced, including H. C. Seeger, 
Aaron I. Sansom, Jr., E. K. Borie, C. F. Geissler, 
E. M. Middleton, P. J. Field, C. L. Ogborn, W. R. 
Wheaton, S. S. Eldridge, T. C. Wimer, H. O. Stans- 
bury, James L. Lamont, J. G. Esmonde and Charles 
W. Donahue. Only four living past presidents were 
absent—S. S. Raser, H. P. Dains, E. W. Haines and 
J. C. Harrison. 

H. D. Kaiser and his co-laborers of the entertain- 
ment committee did themselves proud in supplying 
eats and the musical “accompaniment.” 

Several economy measures were passed during 
the business session, in view of the fact that the 
nation is giving its best in men and money for the 
war.

items shown, but I firmly believe that it is good 
policy to put price tickets on the more attractive 
ones, especially those of moderate price. Try it out 
this year and see if my hunch isn’t a good one. 


Keep Up Your Window Display to the Last Day 


CHRISTMAS will be here in a mighty short time, 
and it is the last few buying days that spell the 
difference between profit and loss. Every minute 
of that time is doubly valuable, and as much of it 
as possible should be employed in the actual turning 
out of the goods and taking in of the money. 

The belated buyers will be coming in bunches and 
there will be little opportunity for any displays of 
real salesmanship. That is where the Christmas 
window can take the burden*from the shoulders of 
the tired salesman and use him mainly in the mat- 
ter of ringing up the sales. 

Keep that window neatly trimmed to the last day, 
even if it takes night work to put it across. It’s the 
biggest sales asset you have in those last few days 
before Santa comes. Play it up to the limit. Put 
into it all the attractiveness, all the spirit and all 
the suggestion you possibly can. Also put into it as 
many varieties of Christmas merchandise as it will 
stand and your stock will permit. Decorate it with 
snappy show cards, changed every few days, and 
add enough price cards to allay all suspicion of 
exorbitant prices. 

The more goods that the window can sell, the 
more time your salesmen will have to push the 
things that you can’t afford to carry over. The 
more preparatory work that can be done through 
the display, the easier it is to close the sales and 
grab the coin. Dress that window in its best sales 
uniform, then put the sales force behind it with a 
barrage fire of smiles and accommodation, and this 
Christmas will stand out in your memory for years 
as one of real pleasure and genuine profit.
